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Market  Summary 


UPPER  FIORIDA 

Receipts  of  producer  milk  at  pool  plants 
regulated  under  Order  No.  6  during  January 
1979  totaled  62.0  million  pounds.   Deliveries 
were  up  2.5  million  pounds  from  the  previous 
month  and  4.1  million  pounds  above  the  same 
month  of  the  previous  year. 

During  January,  58.9  million  pounds  of 
producer  milk  was  classified  as  Class  I  — 
up  3.2  million  pounds  from  the  previous  month 
and  up  3.4  million  pounds  from  January  1978. 
The  percentage  of  producer  milk  in  Class  I 
was  95.01%  in  January  compared  to  93.64% 
the  previous  month  and  95.81%  a  year  ago. 

The  uniform  price  to  producers  during 
January  was  $13.18  per  cwt.  —  up  28  cents 
from  December  1978  and  $1.62  above  January 
1978. 

TAMPA  BAY 

Producers  delivered  50.7  million  pounds 
of  milk  Co  pool  plants  regulated  under  Fed- 
eral Order  No.  12  during  January  1979.   Pro- 
ducer milk  dellvieries  were  up  3.8  million 
pounds  from  December  1978  and  were  up  1.9 
million  pounds  from  January  1978. 

Producer  milk  classified  as  Class  I  milk 
as  used  In  the  computation  of  the  uniform 
price  to  producers  totaled  46.5  million  pounds. 
Class  I  producer  milk  totaled  43.0  million 
pounds  in  December  1978  and  45.0  million  pounds 
during  January  a  year  ago.   Class  I  milk  was 
91.72%  of  the  total  producer  milk  during  Janu- 
ary 1979  compared  to  91.61%  last  month  and 
92.18%  during  January  of  last  year. 

The  uniform  price  per  cwt.  for  January

News  From  Other  Areas 


MIDDLE  ATLANTIC  MILK  ORDER 

Changes  that  would  assure  milk  producers  of 
continuing  to  share  in  the  Middle  Atlantic  fed- 
eral milk  marketing  order's  "pool"  are  proposed 
in  a  U.S.  Department  of  Agriculture  recommended 
decision  to  amend  that  program.  This  tentative 
decision  to  amend  the  order  is  based  on  a  public 
hearing  last  October  in  Philadelphia,  Pa. 

Pooling  is  a  method  by  which  all  dairy 
farmers  supplying  the  market  share  in  the  higher- 
valued  Class  I  sales  of  the  market  and  the  lower- 
priced  reserve  milk  that  is  used  in  manufactured 
dairy  products.   This  is  accomplished  by  com- 
bining the  class  use  value  of  all  milk  that 
handlers  use  and  then  paying  all  dairy  farmers 
an  average  price,  regardless  of  how  their  milk 
is  used. 

The  decision  recommends  reducing  the  pool- 
ing standards  for  both  distributing  plants  and 
reserve  processing  plants  and  permitting  a  fed- 
eration of  cooperative  associations  to  operate 
a  pool  reserve  processing  plant.   The  decision 
also  would  increase  the  number  of  days'  milk 
production  of  a  producer  that  may  be  diverted  to 
nonpool  plants  when  it  is  not  needed  for  fluid 
use  at  a  distributing  plant. 

The  decision  denies  a  proposal  that  would 
require  Middle  Atlantic  order  handlers  to  pay 
not  less  than  minimum  order  prices  for  milk 
that  is  received  by  transfer  from  cooperative 
association  supply  plants  pooled  under  another 
federal  order.

JANUARY  MILK  PRODUCTION 
SLIGHTLY  ABOVE 
PREVIOUS  YEAR 

January  milk  production 
totaled  10.0  billion  pounds  com- 
pared with  9.99  billion  pounds 
for  January  1978.   Production 
per  cow  averaged  925  pounds,  up 
10  pounds  from  a  year  earlier  and 
28  pounds  from  January  1977. 
Total  milk  cows  averaged  10.8 
million  head,  off  1  percent  from 
last  year. 

1978  HILK  PRODUCTION 
OFF  1  PERCEMT 

Milk  production  during  1978 
totaled  122  billion  pounds,  1 
percent  below  the  1977  estimate 
of  123  billion  pounds.   The  1978 
production  was  4  percent  below 
the  record  1964  total  of  127 
billion  pounds.   Output  per  cow 
in  1978  was  a  record  11,240 
pounds,  up  59  pounds  from  1977. 
The  annual  average  number  of  cows 
was  10.8  million  head,  1  percent 
below  the  1977  average  of  11.0 
million,  and  continues  the  long 
downward  trend. 

Wisconsin  continued  as  the 
leading  milk  producer  in  1978 
with  21.3  billion  pounds,  followed 
by:   California,  11.9  billion; 
New  York,  10.5  billion;  Minnesota, 
9.1  billion;  and  Pennsylvania, 
7.9  billion  pounds.   These  five 
States  turned  out  nearly  one-half 
of  the  U.S.  production  during  1978. 

MILK  COW  OPERATIONS  AND 
INVENTORY  BY  SIZE  GROUPS 

An  estimated  16.9  percent  of 
the  milk  cow  operations  with  50 
or  more  head  accounted  for  60.0 
percent  of  the  total  milk  cow  in- 
ventory in  1978.   Operations  with 
less  than  30  head  represented  65.2 
percent  of  milk  cow  operations 
and  only  16.0  percent  of  the  in- 
ventory.  The  balance  or  17.9 
percent  of  the  operations  with  30 
to  49  milk  cows  had  24.0  percent 
of  the  inventory.

Iowa  federal  milk  marketing  order. 
This  tentative  decision  to  amend 
the  order  is  based  on  a  public 
hearing  last  September  in  Urban- 
dale,  Iowa. 

One  proposed  change  would 
allow  the  director  of  AMS'  Dairy 
Division  to  temporarily  increase 
or  decrease  supply  plant  shipping 
standards.   This  change  will  make 
it  easier  to  respond  to  market 
changes  in  milk  supplies  and 
fluid  milk  sales. 

Another  proposed  change 
would  allow  unit  pooling  for  dis- 
tributing plants.   This  proposed 
change  should  enable  handlers  to 
save  on  accounting  as  well  as 
transportation  costs, 

A  third  proposed  change, 
would  amend  the  definition  of 
the  term  "handler"  to  simplify 
reporting  procedures  for  a  co- 
operative association  that  moves 
producer  milk  to  both  its  own 
pool  plants  and  pool  plants 
of  other  handlers  or  that  diverts 
milk  from  both  types  of  plants. 

NEW  YORK-NEW  JERSEY 
MILK  ORDER 

Dairy  farmers  operating 
under  the  New  York-New  Jersey 
federal  milk  marketing  order 
have  approved  an  amended  order 
which  revises  the  classification 
and  pricing  of  milk  that  is  lost 
or  otherwise  not  accounted  for  by 
a  handler. 

In  a  U.S.  Department  of 
Agriculture  producer  referendum, 
more  than  93  percent  of  the 
farmers  who  voted  approved  the 
amended  order. 

Shrinkage  is  milk  that  a 
handler  loses  during  handling  and 
processing.   Under  the  order,  a 
handler  still  must  pay  for  this 
milk. 

Shrinkage  now  will  be 
classified  as  Class  II  milk  as 
long  as  it  does  not  exceed  two 
percent  of  receipts  from  producers 
Any  excess  shrinkage  will  be 
classified  as  Class  I  milk. 


Farm  Costs  and  Prices* 

PRICES  RECEIVED  INDEX  UP  10  POINTS 
PRICES  PAID  INDEX  UP  7  POINTS 

The  January  Index  of  Prices  Received  by  Farmers  in- 
creased 10  points  (5  percent)  to  232  percent  of  its  January 
December  1967  average,  according  to  the  Crop  Reporting 
Board.   Contributing  most  to  the  increase  since  December 
were  higher  prices  for  cattle,  lettuce,  hogs,  broilers  and 
soybeans.   Lower  prices  for  cotton,  eggs  and  oranges  were 
partially  offsetting.   The  index  was  46  points  (25  percent) 
above  a  year  ago. 

The  Index  of  Prices  Paid  by  Farmers  for  Commodities 
and  Services ,  Interest ,  Taxes,  and  Farm  Wage  Rates  for 
January  15  was  233,  up  7  points  (3  percent)  from  mid- 
December.   Higher  prices  for  feeder  livestock  and  family 
living  items  plus  the  annual  updating  of  the  indexes  for 
interest,  taxes,  and  farm  services  and  cash  rent  accounted 
for  most  of  the  index  rise.   The  January  index  was  2A 
points  (11  percent)  above  a  year  earlier. 

The  Ratio  of  the  Index  of  Prices  Received  to  the 
Index  of  Prices  Paid,  including  Interest,  Taxes  and  Fatm 
Wage  Rates  was  100  for  the  month  of  January  1979.   The  ratio 
was  up  2  points  from  the  previous  month  and  up  11  points 
from  the  same  period  a  year  ago.

Receipts  of  producer  milk  at 
pool  plants  regulated  under  Federal 
Order  No.  13  totaled  71.4  million 
pounds  of  milk  during  January  1979. 
Compared  to  the  previous  month, 
receipts  of  producer  milk  were  up 
1.0  million  pounds  and  0.2  million 
pounds  below  January  1978. 

In  the  January  equalization 
pool,  66.0  million  pounds  of  milk 
was  classified  as  Class  I.   Class  I 
producer  milk  was  up  1.8  million 
pounds  from  last  month,  and  was 
0.5  million  pounds  above  January 
1978.   Class  I  milk  was  92.44%  of 
the  total  during  January  compared 
to  91.24%  the  previous  month  and 
91.37%  during  January  of  the 
previous  year. 

The  uniform  price  to  producers 
under  Order  No.  13  for  January 
milk  was  $13.39  per  cwt.   The 
uniform  price  was  up  25  cents  from 
December  and  was  $1.69  above 
January  1978. 

PRODUCER  SUMMARY 

Under  the  three  Florida  milk 
orders,  411  producers  delivered 
184.1  million  pounds  of  milk  to 
pool  plants.   This  compared  to 
412  producers  and  176.8  million 
pounds  during  the  previous  month 
and  400  producers  and  178.4 
million  pounds  during  January  1978. 
Producer  milk  deliveries  in  Janu- 
ary were  up  4.1%  from  December 
and  were  3.2%  above  January  of 
last  year. 

The  average  milk  delivery  per 
producer  was  14,568  pounds  per  day 
for  all  producers  delivering  to 
plants  under  Federal  Orders  6,  12 
and  13.   The  average  daily  delivery 
per  producer  was  12,417  pounds 
under  Order  No.  6,  12,386  pounds 
under  Order  No.  12  and  20,106 
pounds  under  Order  No.  13.
